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1« Kecskemét Airfield was located approximately three kilometers southeast of the 

City of Kecskemét and was reached by the Kecskemet-Bekeeceaba highway vhich toueh- 
ed the southwestera bordér of the field* A triple traek railroad passed over the 
highway about three kilometers northwest of the airfield. To the beet of my 
recollection the longest side of the landing field (HW-SE) was about 2,000 meters 
long and the other side (NNW-SSE) was about 1,800 meters long. The width (NW--SW) 
was 800 meters and (NE-SE) about 300 meters. The periphery of the landing field 
was concrete. The interior area of the field was covered with pressed^aacL of a 
brownish color.

Prevailing vrinds were from 
a southeas tér ly direction. Although I cannot aecertain the exact speed of the 
vlnda, I thlnk that it was between 30 and 40 km per hour.
